Selectmen’s Report 


In 2004 the Dorchester Board of Selectmen continued the same 
hectic pace begun in 2003. Many of the unresolved issues of 
2003, such as emergency services and State mandated town 
revaluation remained to be dealt with in 2004. New challenges 
arose with the town’s decision to upgrade the electrical service, and 
replace the heating system at the Town Hall. 


Robert “Bud” Estabrook, who has served on the Dorchester Board 
of Selectmen since 1998 and as its chairman since 2000 chose not 
to run for another term. Bud, would be sorely missed as one who 
consistently offered a voice of reason, objectivity and experience. 
Fortunately, “native son”, David Conkey stepped up to the “plate” 
ran for the office and was elected as Selectman. David was born 
and raised in Dorchester, and attended and graduated from the 
Mascoma Schools. He operates one of the few businesses in 
Dorchester, and recently built a new log cabin where he and his 
wife Holly, along with many “pet” farm animals, reside. David 
brought to the Board a unique blend of “old” New England values, 
knowledge of the town, and new forward thinking ideas. 


The looming problem of emergency fire dispatch service for that 
portion of Dorchester which falls within the (786) telephone 
exchange continued to plague the Board well into late summer. 
Resolution was slow, costly and a prime example of political 
bureaucracy at its best (worst). However, Dorchester residents 
within the (786) exchange will continue to have their property 
protected by the Rumney Fire Department. As reported at the 
2004 Town Meeting, the Selectmen applied for an Emergency 
Management Performance Grant to up-grade the Town Hall as a 
Emergency Operation Center. Dorchester was awarded an 
Emergency Management Performance Grant late in June. These 
grant funds, however, were not allowed to be used for the 
Emergency Operation Center, they were, instead, diverted to 
Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid to off set Dorchester’s buy-in” cost . 
Although begrudgingly, the Board of Selectmen agreed to this 
diversion of funds under RSA 31:95-b in order to save the 
taxpayers money and provide fire coverage for the (786) portion of 
town. Dorchester is now a member of Lakes Region Mutual Fire 
Aid; if any resident is interested in serving as a representative to 
LRMFA, please contact the Selectmen’s Office. 


The Town Hall Renovation Project began early in August 2004, 
with the awarding of bids for the electrical up-grade and heat 
installation. Hank Melanson served as consultant during the 
installation of the forced hot water. gas fired heating system; his 


re 


expertise and patience is truly appreciated. In order to 
accommodate the new boiler, a small furnace room needed to be 
added to the Town Hall. The Board wishes to thank the Dorchester 
Historic Commission for its help and support in designing a 
structure which does not violate the historic character of the 
Dorchester Historic District. Selectman/Contractor John Franz, 

Gary Whitney and members of the Highway Department 
completed the furnace room in plenty of time to facilitate the 
installation of the new boiler. Planned projects for 2005 include; 
insulating the ceiling area of the Town Hall to prevent heat loss. 


The State mandated town wide revaluation of property began 
early in July and was finally compieted early in December. The 
last complete revaluation of property in Dorchester occurred in 
1991, and as anyone knows who has recently purchased a vehicle 
or appliance, values have increased dramatically since 1991. 
Although, no one likes paying taxes, we feel that the new 
assessments are equitable, and in line with recent real estate 
appraisals and sales. We are aware that errors do occur when 
undertaking a project this large, and we will continue to correct them 
as they are brought to our attention. Current Use, and lack of State 
funding for this program, continues to place the majority of the tax 
burden on the homeowner. This situation can only be remedied 
through legislative action at the State level. 


Finally, Dorchester has entered the computer age, with the 
purchase of software for assessment and tax collection from Avitar, 
a New Hampshire based company. The Tax Collector and 
Secretary have attended several workshops on the use of this 
software and they are becoming increasingly comfortable with the 
terrific things these programs can do The Board wishes to thank 
Treasurer, Brian Howe for serving as our resident computer “guru”. 
Brian has worked tirelessly to implement this new system. 


In closing, the Dorchester Board of Selectmen encourages and 
welcomes you to attend any of our regularly scheduled meetings. If 
you have a concern, you wish to share with us, we encourage you 
to contact the Secretary (523-7119) and have your name placed on 
the agenda.

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Road Agent’s Report 


During 2004, the Dorchester Highway Department has 
been extremely busy with a variety of projects, both planned 
and unexpected. Dorchester’s Highway Department 
consists of two full-time employees, and remains one of the 
few town supported services over which you, the taxpayer, 
have control. Our service to the town extends far beyond 
the approximate 30 miles of roads it maintains. We 
continue to be involved with most projects undertaken by 
the Town of Dorchester. 


* The Dorchester Highway Department has taken on a whole new 

look in 2004. That new look comes in the form of Highway Maintainer, 

Scott Blodgett. Scotty was hired in August, after a 30 day trial period, 

to fill the Highway Maintainer position which has been vacant for several 

years. Scotty holds a CDL-B license and is an accomplished 

* eacibalesciy4 equipment operator. With two (2) equipment operators, 
rchester’s highway equipment has been kept moving most of the 

time. 


* In compliance with the wishes expressed by the town’s people at 
Town Meeting, we put out to bid, the paving of two stretches of 
Bickford Woods Road which were rebuilt in 2002. GMI Asphalt, out of 
Gilford, NH, was the low bidder and 481.845 tons of asphalt was 
applied to those two stretches of road in late April. 


* — Early in June, while performing general road maintenance on the 
LeBrun Road, one of the Town Trucks broke through the deck of Bridge 
#164/141. No damage was done to town equipment, but this incident 
did serve to confirm what State Bridge Inspections had been stating for 
several years; Bridge #164/141 was in serious need of rehabilitation. 
The project was put out to bid, and Bayview Construction, with which 
Dorchester has maintained a working relationship with over the years, 
was awarded the bid. The Dorchester Highway Department provided 
equipment and labor to complete the project within two weeks. 


* — Bob and Sandy Green of Green Woodlands, generously donated a 
road grader to the town highway department. Although this machine is 
small and well-used, it is just what Dorchesters gravel roads need. We 
are able to maintain these roads on a regular basis rather then having 
to wait until a rental machine and operator are available. 
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* The highway department prepared the site for the new fumace room 
constructed at the Town Hall. 


* Highway personnel aided in the construction of a Forest Fire 
Equipment Shed, centrally located outside the Town Highway Yard. 
This equipment had been previously stored in the shed located behind 
the Town Hall. 


* Aggressive roadside mowing was accomplished again this year. 


*  Awarm October, allowed the Highway Department to facilitate the 
placement of “hot top” on Thayer Hill. The project involved the 
scheduling of a full sized grader, the rental of a roller and a “job swap” 
with the towns of Rumney and Groton, who provided trucks for the 
hauling of the “hot top”. The completion of this late fall project has 
allowed us to be able to plow Thayer Hill this winter. 


In closing the Dorchester Highway Department is here for 
you, the people of Dorchester. If you require anything 
regarding town roads, please call the Highway Garage and 
leave a message (786-2385); we will return your call as 
soon as we are able.

The Dorchester Planning Board welcomed two new members 
in 2004. Patricia Franz and Michael Howe were elected to 
serve 3 year terms on the Planning Board. We continue to 
meet on the second Wednesday of each month at 7:00 p.m. 
at the Selectmen’s Office. 


There have been no subdivisions within the town this year. 
However, several minor subdivisions are in the process and 
approval of these are expected early in 2005. 


Boundary Adjustments have become quite popular as a way 
of increasing the size of lots. The Planning Board has facilitated 
several Boundary Adjustments this year. This process allows 
property owners to acquire land from their abutting neighbors 
without going through the formal subdivision process. 
Although, the process is less costly than a formal subdivision it 
does require updated surveys showing accurate mete and 
bounds, as well, as the proposed boundary adjustment are 
required. A deed restriction is also required; merging the two 
parcels into one and will from then on be considered as one 
and cannot be subdivided without making proper application. 


We encourage any property owner in the Town of Dorchester 
to become familiar with Dorchester’s Subdivision Regulations 
when considering subdividing their property.

The United States celebrated Smokey Bear’s 60th birthday in 
2004, and celebrations were held throughout the state. Please 
help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire smart and fire safe.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit 
organization that provides programs and services to support the health 
and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s programs enable 
elderly individuals to remain independent in their own homes and 
communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, 
Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, the information 
and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink and also sponsors 
the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program of the Upper Valley and White 
Mountains (RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older 
adults and their families take part in a range of community-based long- 
term services including home delivered meals, congregate dining 
programs, transportation, adult day care, chorehome repair services, 
recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2004, 19 older residents of Dorchester were served by 
one or more of the Council's programs offered through the 
Plymouth Regional Senior Center or the Mascoma Area 
Senior Center: 


* Older adults from Dorchester enjoyed 267 balanced 


meals in the company of friends in the center’s dining 
room. 


* They received 60 hot, nourishing meals delivered to 
their homes by caring volunteers. 


* They received assistance with problems, crises or 
issues of long-term care through 16 visits by a trained 
social worker. 


* Dorchester’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents 


and skills to work for a better community through 243 
hours of volunteer service

The cost to provide Council services for Dorchester residents in 
2004 was $2,218.88. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in 
their own homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health 
problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars which would 
otherwise be expended for nursing home care. They also contribute to a 
higher quality of life for our older friends and neighbors. As our 
population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the 
Council become even more critical.

Annual Report 2004 


Regional planning provides a mechanism for communities that live, work and 
recreate together to collaborate on issues of common concem. The cities and 
towns of the Upper Valley, Sullivan County and Lake Sunapee ares work 
together towards balanced growth through UVLSRPC membership. Your 
community's active participation in UVLSRPC provides you with a voice in 
regional activities, as well as in decision-making at the state level that affects 
the future of your community. 


Due to a Vermont decision to incorporate its Upper Valley communities into an 
existing Vermont-only region beginning July 1, 2004, the past year marked our 
transition to a New Hampshire- only service area for the first time since 1963. 
For communities in both states, some creative new approaches to regional 
planning will be required. We have already begun exploring options for 
continuing to address some of the Upper Valley's transportation, economic 
development, housing and watershed management needs across the region’s 
state line. 


Each year we strive to focus on activities that will best meet the needs of each 
area of the region, while we balance the differing concems of larger and 
smaller communities. Some highlights of the past year: 

* Worked with state agencies to ensure that issues important to the region 
are understood and addressed, including local resource protection 
priorities, transportation choices and improvements, effectiveness of state 
smart growth policies, and water quality protection needs. 


Participated in transportation programs that will bring additional funding in 
the region for sidewalks, public transit, and a US Route 4 comidor study. 


* Developed a Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) for 
Sullivan County, and continued to participate in CEDS programs in both 
East-Central Vermont and NH’s Grafton County to guide growth in a 
manner consistent with local resources and needs, and increase eligibility 
for federal funding for economic development and infrastructure 
improvements. 


Continued to work with area and state organizations, businesses and 
communities to seek opportunities to improve the balance between 
economic growth and housing needs in the Upper Valley. 


* — Assisted 14 communities with updates of their master plans or capital 
improvement programs and/or amendments to local land use regulations 
and floodplain ordinances. 


* _ Provided technical assistance to local boards and committees addressing a 


number of issues, such as natural resource and open space protection, 
capital improvements programming, downtown or village redevelopment, 
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trail mapping, school building and transportation needs, and parking needs 
and traffic circulation. 

Continued our assistance to those planning for the stewardship of the 
Connecticut River and its tributaries, including Lake Sunapee, and the Cold 
and Ompompanoosuc Rivers. Actively participated on Connecticut River 
Joint Commissions and Connecticut River Scenic Byway Council Steering 


Organized four hazardous waste collections in which 884 households 
participated to keep approximately 6,000 gallons of hazardous chemicals 
out of the region’s groundwater; and assisted with public education on 
household hazardous waste, including outreach to small businesses on 
affordable disposal. 


Conducted 911 readdressing in Claremont to improve emergency

Summary of the Dorchester 
2004 Town Meeting 


The election of Town officials was held on Tuesday, March 9, 2004. 
Polls opened at 11:00 a.m. and closed at 7:00 p.m. 
The remaining business was conducted on Saturday, March 13, 2004. 


March 13, 2004 Town Meeting opened at 10:00 A.M. 


Moderator Henry L. Melanson opened the meeting and gave instructions 
to the voters gathered. He then read Article 1 and the results of the 2004 
Town Election. 


Article 1. To choose by nonpartisan ballot all necessary Town officers 
for the ensuing year. 
Results of election as follows: 
Moderator for two (2) years - Henry L. Melanson - 24 votes 
Selectman for three (3) years - David A. Conkey - 82 votes 
Kimberly Tracey - 24 votes 
Treasurer for one (1) year - Brian A. Howe - 100 votes 
Tax Collector for one (1) year - Brenda A. Howe - 98 votes 
Town Clerk for one (1) year - Brenda Howe - 103 votes 
Supervisor of the Checklist for six (6) years - Marilyn Pratt - 105 votes 
Supervisor of the Checklist for four (4) years - Elizabeth Trought - 90 votes 
Trustee of Trust Fund for 3 years - Darlene Oaks - 104 votes 
Auditors for 1 year - Martha L. Walker - 100 votes 
Cindy Azotea - 10 votes 
Cemetery Trustee for 3 years - Elizabeth Trought - 94 votes 
Planning Board for 3 years vote for 2: 
Michael Howe - 60 votes 
Patricia Franz - 56 votes 
William S. Trought - 39 votes 
Paul Skipper - 25 votes 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300,000 (three hundred thousand dollars) for the purpose of 
rebuilding and paving North Dorchester Road and a portion of Bickford 
Woods Road; and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
$300,000 (three hundred thousand dollars) of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) 
and to authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon. 
Principal and Interest payments to come from Highway Block Grant 
Funds over the next 15 years. (2/3 ballot vote required) 
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Moderator read the article 

John Franz made the motion that it be accepted as read. 
Seconded by Robert Estabrook. 

Moderator read the article and opened it for discussion 


John Franz addressed the article citing the need for road repair 
and the advantages of completing it as a large project funded by a 
15 year bond. He also explained that the payments would be 
made from Highway Block Grant money received from the State of 
New Hampshire. 

Kimberly Tracey asked what happened to last year’s road money 
and also who did the estimates? 

John Cote explained the road budget was cut last year and the 
town had been unable to find any full time help for the Road 
Agent. Summer projects were limited to what the Road Agent 
could do alone. He explained that the town hopes to work on 
some road repair this year in addition to that funded by the bond. 
He explained needs on the North Dorchester Road and work they 
hope to be able to complete on Cheever Road this summer. 
Michael Landry gave some history of past years. He explained the 
need for contractors to construct new roads so the Road Agent 
can do normal maintenance of other roads that need attention. 
Kimberly Tracey questioned the cost per mile? She indicated that 
she felt the project was seriously under funded. 

George Conkey responded its length was .9 of a mile. 

David Morrill gave his concerns by reading a prepared letter with 
history of past years and urging people to vote against the article. 
Kimberly Tracey stated that she did not think $300,000 was 
enough money to do the road. 

John Eranz addressed some of the concerns in David's letter. 


Malcolm Ray asked to table the article for a year. 
Seconded by JoEllen Guidi 
Hand vote taken 17 in favor and 32 opposed 


Kimberly Tracey questioned cost again 

Robert Estabrook explained the plan 

Brian Howe spoke as Treasurer, that the interest rates were good 
right now for this type of project. He spoke as a resident that the 
holes are getting hard to dodge. He recommended passage of 
the article. 


Elizabeth Trought asked if this would go to bid.

Seconded by Andrew Houghton 


The motion to move the question carried. 

Moderator read Article 1 and opened the polls at 10:44 A.M. for the 
required paper ballot voting. Polls to remain open until 11:45. All 
voters present were provided the opportunity to cast their ballots 
before resuming the deliberation of the remaining articles. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) for a complete property tax 
revaluation and authorize the withdrawal of Thirty-Seven Thousand 
dollar ($37,000) from the Capital Reserve Fund created for that 
purpose. The balance of three thousand dollars ($3,000) is to come 
from general taxation. 


John Franz made the motion that it be accepted as read. 
Seconded by Robert Estabrook 


Moderator read the Article again and opened it to discussion 
John Franz explained the need. 
David Morrill spoke in favor of the article. 


No one else asked to speak and the Moderator moved the question 
and read the article. 


Article 3 PASSED as read on a voice vote 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) for the purpose of replacing 
the roof over the kitchen portion of the Town Hall, to upgrade the 
electrical service and replace the heating system of the Town Hall and 
to authorize the withdrawal of forty thousand dollars ($40,000) from the 
Capital Reserve Fund created for that purpose. 


Moderator read the article 
John Franz made the motion to accept the article as read. 
Moderator read the article again and opened it to discussion 


John Franz explained need for repairs 

Louis Delsart asked what kind of roofing they planned to use? 
John Cote explained. He also stated that the Historic Commission 
would have the final say as to what was used. 

Louis Delsart stated he felt the estimate was too high and wanted 
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to know if the various aspects of the job were to be put out to bid.
